IV What is the extent of the maltreatment? 


What surrounding circumstances accompany the alleged maltreatment, precipitating events, history? 
ALLEGATIONS: 


On, June 02, 2021 the Florida Child Abuse Hotline receive concerns for the victim child, Nicholas Galli. "The step father was 
angry and grabbed Nicholas’ cheeks and squeezed to where the child had a bruise on his face. Nicholas' mouth was bleeding 
as well. There is a concern for the safety of the child."

MALTREATMENT: 
Nicholas said that Donavin grabbed him by him by his cheeks, he also said that he hurt his head at school. 


Melissa stated that Donavin let his frustration get the best of him, while he was helping her care for Nicholas. She stated that 
Donavin did grab Nicholas by his cheeks and left a mark on his cheek, she stated that Donavin did also smack Nicholas on 
his butt and left finger prints on Nicholas butt. 


Donavin agreed that he allowed his frustration to get the best of him, he stated there is a lot of things happing with him and his 
own kids. He said to include Melissa's father being back in the hospital. He stated that he did not have intentions on hurting 
Nicholas, he stated he was not aware of any markings on Nicholas until Melissa told him. 


SURROUNDING CIRCUMSTANCES: 


Nicholas was observed to have a faint bruise on his cheek. Nicholas said he got a mark on his head at school, he was 
bouncing around at school and he fell. Nicholas was observed jumping on the couch and jumping around Tony, from Safe at 
Home. She was telling Nicholas to calm down and be careful. Nicholas said that Donovan smacked him around. He did say 
Donovan grabbed his face. 


Melissa said that Nicholas is a "wild child.” Nicholas was not listening to her and he was not following directions. She stated 
that Nicholas was fooling around as usual. Donovan was feeding Nicholas dinner she said Donovan then told Nicholas to get 
ready to take a shower and Nicholas told him no he was not listening to Donovan. She said Donovan did grab his cheeks and 
she noticed some bleeding due to Nicholas biting down on his cheeks while Donovan was grabbing his cheeks. She said 
Nicholas was spitting in Donovan's face because he didn't want to go to bed and she said Nicholas began to throw a tantrum. 
Melissa stated she was on the phone with a couple of different attorneys and the hospital where her dad was. She said then 
Tony, from Safe at Home, called. Melissa and said Donovan was trying to get Nicholas's attention by grabbing his cheeks. 
She stated she knows for a fact that Donovan did not purposely grab Nick to hurt him. She stated when she noticed what was 
going on, she yelled at Donovan and told him to stop and back off. She stated she separated Donovan and Nicholas so 
Nicholas's behaviors cool down as well as Donovan. ` 


Donovan said last night he told Nicholas after dinner it was time to take a bath and lie down. He said that Nicholas 
continuously. asked for Melissa after his bath and he would not lie down in bed. He said that he would lie Nicholas down and 
Nicholas would get back up and run around. He said that Nicholas has been kicking and punching him, even while he was 
trying to lie him down. He said that Nicholas is a handful to discipline. To his knowledge there were no marks and bruises on 
Nicholas. He said he gave Nicholas a spanking on his bottom with his hand and Nicholas began yelling and screaming. 
Donovan said he then placed both hands on his cheeks and pinched his cheeks, with a little more force than he should have 
to get his attention, not to hurt him. He said the entire time Melissa had been on the phone with different people trying to 
handle business for her father. He said when Melissa got off the phone she came into the house and she calmed Nicholas 
down and caimed him down. She then laid Nicholas down and Nicholas went to sleep. He denied ever disciplining Nicholas in 
the past. Nicholas is disciplined by Melissa. He said he kind of "snapped." He stated he has smacked Nicholas on the hand in 
the past but there was a reason behind it. 


Tony from Safe at Home said that she could hear Donovan telling Nick to lie down several times.'Then she could hear 
Nicholas screaming and Melissa went into the room. 


Julie Edwards, the family neighbor said that Nick was eating dinner, he was making a mess, She said Donovan asked him, if 
he was finished, then Donovan took the bowl. She said Nicholas began screaming and kicking Donovan. She then heard 
Donovan tell Nicholas it was time to take a bath. She said after his bath she could hear Nicholas screaming and raging

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because Donovan was trying to get Nick to lay down. She stated Nicholas was kicking the door off and on that went on for 
about a half an hour. She said that Nicholas does have explosive rages. She said he has kicked her before. She described 
Donovan as being a little rough and more verbally aggressive than Melissa is with Nicholas. She said the other night she was 
there when all this happened and Melissa was on the phone with Morgan & Morgan and the hospital dealing with her dad. 
She said and that was the reason that Donovan stepped in to try to help Melissa. Julie said that Melissa is usually the one that 
handles Nick and Donovan only deals with Nicholas when Melissa is occupied. 


Shannon Chila, the director of Adventure Day Care, she advised she does not have any concems for Nicholas. She said he 
comes to daycare dressed clean and she really does not have anything bad to say about Nicholas. Shannon said on 
06/01/21, there was an incident on the playground and Nicholas hit the right side of his forehead outside on the play area on a 
plastic toy. 


PRIORS: 

The family does have history with the department. The most recent allegation 2021 the allegations are physical injury (no 
indicator) and inadequate supervision (no indicator) with Nicholas Galli 2018 medical neglect(no indicator) physical injury (no 
indicator) 2019 inadequate supervision (no indicator) 2020 physical injury (no indicator) household violence threatens child 
(no indicator) 2020 environmental hazards, inadequate supervision (no indicator)

The case is closing with findings of physical injury being verified. The child was observed with a bruise on his face from the 


stepfather grabbing his cheeks and finger marks on his buttocks from stepfather spanking him. Child was seen at CPT and 
_ there were positive findings of abuse. i 


V. Safety Analysis Summary 


The child, Nicholas Galli (4) is deemed safe with his mother, Melissa Galli and no impending danger was identified. Child was 
observed with a bruise on the right side of the his face and what appeared to be finger markings on the child's buttocks. New 
Port Richey took report and forwarded charges to SAO, however at closure no charges have been filed. Child Protection | 
Team had positive findings for abuse. The mother and Donovin separated. Family just completed Family Support Services 
and family was referred to Sequel Care and Baycare for anger management and parenting at closure. 
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
